would consider the cause, meaning and effect

His Lordship said that whether those goods 
were contraband or not, the charterer must 
know what they wereliable taseizire,. What and 
why should a Russian care to what port of 
Japan a ship should yo with enemy's goods, 80 
long as that ship had the enemy’s goods on 
board? E 

Mr. Slade replied that under the declaration 
Russia had agreed to be bound by the ‘Treaty 
of Paris, She o: ght not to capture a ship 
covered by a neutral flag providing the ship 

‘ had no contraband on-board, Counsel was 
particularly impressed with the importance of 
the Nobel cise in iegard to hs contentions; 
He cited many otherauthorities, Continuing,

Mr, Slade, in reply, admitted that he might be 
someihal obscure, and probably had not made 
his points quite as clear as His Lordship de- 
manded.

many Russian cruisers, he being in a foreign 
port, were, or were not, Cruising in the neigh:

previous days’ proceedings in regard to the 
matter have been reported at some length, in 
these columns already. a 

Hon. E.H. Sharp, &. Cc, (instructed by the | 
Mr. Jobn Hastings) again uppeared forthe char- 
lerers, and Mr. M. W. SInde, (instructed by 
Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist) defendeil, 

‘Mr. Slave resuming his arguments, on the 
‘subject of contraband, submitted that the true 
view of Inlernational Law’ was to look at the 
trac meaning of the phrase, as with regard to, 
any particular war,—as lo what was tegarded 
as contraband by. the belligerents i that war, 
—and he contended thal there was nota single 
word in any work on International Law to 
controvertlhat proposition, His learned friend 
had asserted that, by International Law, con- 
traband had a very limited meaning ; but what 
he maintained was, what was laid down in 
hooks on International Law regarding contra- 
band supported his previous contention, (Vide 
Hall on International Law.) Counsel pros 
ceeded to refer to the more important wars of 
the Jast century, and said that at any mate with 
regard to provisions, wth which they were 
there concerned, until de neutral nations for- 
ced the belligerents tu modify their views, pro- 
visions were and might he contraband of war. 
The English nation, bound by no treaty what- 
sotver, had by the prerogative of the lritish 
Crown, the right to declare what in war lime it 
deemed to be contraband, and he submitted 
that, in this case, the Russians reserved to 
themselves the self-sameright. The fact that 
this ship was tading heween closed ports in 
Japan rendered her Hable to confiscation and 
all the penaltics attendant thereon. . This, he 
submitted, was the application of the Rule, of 
1726 to this case, According to the award it 
was believed by the captain that his ship was 
to be engaged 0 one of the ordinary runs of 
the Osaka Shose» Kaisha, probably be:ween 
fepan and Rormosa.

Mr, blade :—Bat the charter relates to open 
orts only, It is clear frown extracts from 
Japanese Taw, that there is a sharp difference 
elween pen and monopen ports. I refer 
your Lordsh’p to exhibit R, 2, which reads as 
follows; “No other vessel except Japanese 
ships shall be allowed to ca!l at 1. n-open ports 
in Japan, orto put in ta trade at any of the 
non-open ports in Japan for the conveyance 
of passengers or caro, except as the result of 
accidentatsea, or by havirg the special permis- 
sion of the Minister in Charge." The meaning 
of oprn and non-open ports was further ilus- 
trated, Counsel said, by the extracts icin the 
Treaties which had been put in:

Counsel for the defence then read, at some 
length, extracts from the Treaties, and urged 
that bythe charter only treaty ports, such as 
Nagasaki, Kobe and Yokohama, were intended.

ENGLISH OFFICER CLAIMS 


FROM KOWLOON GODOWN COMPANY 
LIMITED. 
Bh inst, - 

At the Civil! Summary Court this morning, 
Mr. T. Sercombe Smith (Muis © Pudge) pre- 
siding, Lieutenant W. FF Lumsden, RA, sted 
the Hongkang and Kowloon Wharf and Go- 
fawn Compay, Limited, (or the recovery of 
S200, damages alleged tobe due ine respect of 
injuries sustained through the neyligence of 
the employees of the defendant Company. 
Mr EL f. Grist (Messrs, Wilkinson and 
Grist) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. H.W. 
Looker ( Messrs. Deacon, Looker and Deacon) 
defended. 

Mr. Grist, in opening the case for the plaintiff, 
said his client claimed for damages in respect 
of nervous shock, injury to: clothing and other 
personal inconvenience. The facts, jn brief, 
were that on the 6th October last, some 
time in the afternoon, the plaintiff in a ricksha 
was proceeding along the sea front at Kowloon 
towards the terminns of the Star erry Com- 
pany, Limited. Whilst nearing the depdt, his 
ticksha was run into by a trolley, laden with 
heavy baulks, pushed across the rond by a 
number of coolies in the employ of the defend- 
ants, He was thrown out of the ricksha, and 
sustained various physical injuries, in addition 
towhich hisclothing wasdamaged, Counsel 
had supplied, at the request of the defendants, 

articulars of the accident, and details of the 
Injuries incurred by the plaintiff, Lieutenant 
Macdonald who was riding on a bicycle, by 
plaintiffs side, would be called to corroborate 
the evidence of the plaintiff. Counsel read a 
number of letters which had passed between 
the parties, and also put in a plan of the scene 
of collision which, Counsel for the defendant 
admitted was a public road. : 

Plaintiff, called, said’ that on the day in ques- 
tion whilst proceeding in a ricksha to the 
Ferry wharf, at Kowloon, he turned the corner 
of Elgin Road, | ieuterant Macdonald, riding 
by his side on a bicycle, being with him. The 
ferry was approachiny ai the time so that his 
coolie altered his yuit to that of a walk. 
Between the corner and the ferry landing a 
truck laden with heavy planks ran into them, 
throwing him out and causing somewhat seri- 
ous injuries. He subsequently wrote a letter 
ta the.Godown Company complaining of the 
affair and claim pg damages. Tho truck 
of timber was pushed along at a very fast rate 
indeed, and no warning was given of its 
approach.

Cross-examined: As he was coming along 
the road he was on the look out for trolleys, 
but could nol see very far along the course us 
after about len or fifteen’ yards his view was 
blocked by a ship.

Mr, Grist, at this point, stated thathe had 
overlooked the asking of the witness the nature 
of the injuries he had susiained. : 

Witness then ‘said that hin left wrist was 
sprained, his thumb injured, he had three cuts 
on the palm of tho lelt hand, in addition ,to 
which his left knee,wasbadly bruised. He also 
received @ severe shock to the nervous system, 
whilst he utterly spoiled the suit of cluihes he 
was wearing at the time. His left hand was 
practically useless for a fortnight, ,

William Clarke, an overlooker, was called in 
a similar capacily, The coolies pushing the. 
track which caused the plaintiff to be thrown 
from the ricksha were fined by the management, 
Chat was to wiake them more careful, and he 
atlded, sententiously, “whether they were right 
or wrong, they had to fine em.” 

Alter the interval for lunchien. : 

A number of coolies engaged in pushing the 
track which was the cause of the present action 
were called and all denied thal they used undue 
strength in propelling the same. One man said 
they could not have done ‘so, aa the load was too 
heavy, Anothercoolie said thatthe watchman 
called out to the ricksha man tohave a care as 
they were coming across. . He and the other 
coglies with the truck also shouted to him 
to stop, but he was coming along at a grent 
pace, and although he might have pulled up if 
he had liked, he continued and caused the 
accident. Themen on the truck tried to pull 
hack their burden, but it was much too heavy 
for them to do, so in time (o avert the collision. 
"his particular coolie admitted that when they 
reached the incline to the road they were going 
ala trot. 

Other’ Chinese coolies called, all said they 
shqtuted out to the ricsha man to note they 

ere about fo cross the road but he took no 
notice The ricsha man they said was going 
at agreat pace, but with the national idea of 
distance agreed that he could have pulled up in 
ten paces. The coolies who pushed the trick 
along the wharf to the bottom of the incline,

(the previous witnesses) all denied that they 
pushed the truck at an unduly fast rate, |

At the Civil Summary Court this morning, 
before Mr, T. Sercombe Smith (Puisne Judge), 
the hesring of the action brought by Lieut. W. 
Fy Lumsden, R.A, to recover $z00 d+mages 
(rom the Hongkong and Kéwlooh’ Wharf and 
Godown Company, Ltd., under circumstances 
reported in our issue of Tuesday, was continued. 

Mr E. J. Grist, (Messrs. Wilkinson and 
Gris!) appeared for the plaintiff, and H. W. 
Looker (Messrs, Deac n, Looker, and Deacon) 
defended, 

Mr. Looker, forthe defence, said it was the 
obvious: duty of the plaintiff t»,prove beyond 
reasonable doubt that there was negligence on 
the pitt of the defendants. He read extracts 
froma number of decided cases in regard to 
railway administration, and sought to show 
that the Legislature having sanctioned the use 
of tracks'on a public highway, it was the duty 
of the public to get out of the way of passing 
trams, 

His Honour remarked that it amounted to 
an authorised nuisnnee, for there could be no 
doubt that trucks on a public highway consti- 
tuted a public riuisance. 

Mr, Looker, in admitting this, said it must 
be taken, that the Legislature in authorising 
the use of tracks ona public highway presumed 
that the nuisance would cause acertain danger 
to the public. He spoke on the principle of 
identification and arued that when a passenger 
engayed a ricksha he identified himself with 
the puller, The ricksha were all pulled by 
Chinamen, who only knew Chinese, and he 
thought he might truthfully say that the major: 
ity of those who used the rickshas did not 
understand Chinese, so that their only way of 
indicating their wishes was by signs or the use 
of simple expressions, but it was the universal 
practice for the drivers to control the rick- 
shas, particularly in regard to the direction: 
in which they were going. In fact, they had 
the xeneral control. In the present case the 
plaintiff told them very clearly that when he 
came round the corner of Elgin Road he told 
the coolie to go very slowly, as there was no 
difficulty in catching the ferry, which was juat 
coming in, and he did not want to run the risk 
of being runintobyatroley. When he did that 
he atonce assumed theentire control ofthat rick- 
sha for his own safety. Apait fromthe genera! 
principle, he submitted, in this case, that the 
plaintiff, by his own act, identified himself with 
the accident, and it was peculiarto note that the 
particular act was to prevent himself being 
thrown out, He would therefore suggest that 
there was undoubtedly contributory neglizence 
on the part of the ricksha coolic. The coolie 
undertook the risk of running across this track, 
and was in the main responsible for the acci- 
dent. He taid siress on the fact that the 
watchman and the coolies pushing the truck 
called upon the ricksha-man io stop, and that 
it wns stated that he (the conlie) could have 
stoppe| had he desired to da so. Coimsel 
maintained that had Lieutenant Lumsden been 
keeping a proper lookout, he would have seen 
both the timb r steamer and the train coming, 
and it was obviously-the duty of both the plain- 
tiffand the coolie, knowing the frequency with 
which trams crossed the road, to proceed at 
sucha rate (the ship blocking the view) that 
the vehicle could Be pulled up without the 
slightest fear, 

Mr, Grist replied at some length for the 
plaintiff, and argued that it was impossible to 
imagine that a man engaging aticsha could be 
assumed to have control over the coolie, If 
the coolie on his jaurney deliberately rati into 


something could the passenger be held res- 


ponsible? 

His Honour ;—It seems very likely that it 
would be contested. 

Mr. Grist in, conclusion argued that it could 
never be upheld that the coolie was under the 
passenger's control at all. It was the same as 
a man taking a hansom cab at home. Could 
the fare pat be supposed to have the 
control of the driver beyond directing him 
which way to turn, etc. 

His Honour said that there did not appear to 
have been any dispute jn which a hansom was 
concerned, the cases, generally, Involving trams 
and omnibuses. oS 

After same further argument, 

. His Honour said he thought it would be con- 
venient if he delivered a written judgment, 
which he would do at an early date.

‘alding electric {rns ‘to one's installation is def © 
cidedly alluring,  [t is, however, purely to the 
matter of iHumination that wel wist to draw 
attention in this-present article. j 

The consumer lights his home with lamps of 
sich Gandle-power as will suit his requirements, 
and: beyond some vague idea that tho more. 
light be uses the higher will be his monthly 
hill for light he is-often quite in ignorance of 
various circumstances which control his nmount 
of Wumination. He probably does not realize 
that cach limp represents according to its bril- 
liancy a definite amount of coat expended at 
the power station in order lo raise steam to 
-ufficient pressure to. keep the dynamo going 
ata fixed speed, 

The speed of the dynamo is constant, but 
each light tamed on makes it harder for the 
engine tokeep the dynam revolving at that 
speed. y Pa ae 

Moreover, a lamp of high power, generally 
spenking, absorbs more work than one of low 
power. We say generally speaking because a | 
lamp may be of high or low efficiency and it 
is this efficiency that itis our object here to 
explain. Lamps are mostly made in three de- 
xrees of brilliancy eight; sixteen and thirty-two 
candle power, 

It is well to explain at the commencement 
that a candle-power is not the illumination. 
given by a good wax candle, but by what, is 
known as a standard candle which standard 
was created in the days ol tallow “dips.” ; 

As a matter of fact, a two thousand candle 
power arc light gives a degree of illumination 
equal to about sight hundredand eighty candles, 

This is not quite o fair instance to fake per- 
haps, since we are dealing with incandescent 
lamps ; but it is quoted in or ‘er to demonstrate 
how misleading the term candle-powar may 
become. 

As a matter of fact an cight candle-power 
lamp mightbe said to give about the same light 
as a thoroughly good wax candle six times the 
size of the ordinary bed-rodm article,.no/, be it + 
understood, six candles in a group like a chane 
delier, : 

The work absorbed per candle-pawer by the 
lamp is measured in watts, a watt representing 
a fraction of a horse-power or the amount of 
work some animal much smaller than a horse 
could be expected to perform Shall'va say a 
rat for the sake ofargument, if we might consider 
that seven hundred and fifty rats could do ap 
much work per hour as a horse, E 

What the consumer pays for is the number 
of watts he takes out of the power station each - 
hour and this is recorded by the meter in his 
house. . 

The interesting question is, of course, how can 
he use this power to hie best advantave, Me: 
may, of course, use any make of lamp he likes . 
and some makers will tell him that their own 
particulur lamp uses less power for the’same 
Wlumination than others;the maker is probab}: 
righ’, but he omits to state certain other dotails, 
which come into the reckoning. r 

The average amount of power consumed by 
the best lamps for ordinary purposes is threo, 
and a halfwatts per candle-power. Thus aneight 
candle-power lamp. uses twenty-eight watts or. 
one horse power will light, say, twenty-five eight , 
candle-power lamps allowing something for 
loss in the mains, &c. 

Each lamp should burn for about one 
thousand hours though il cannot be relied on 
to burn as long as that before wearing out, 
‘consequently in setting up an installation the 
renewal of lamps must be taken into account 
$0 that whereas three eight candle-power lamps 
suitably distributed will give better illumination — 
than one of thirty-two candle power probably 
foc the amount of money expended on power, 
yet the cost of renewal is three times as great 
when they are worn out, 

It might therefore he worth while to use a 
single lamp of rather more than thirty-two 
candle-power in order to obtain the, same 
amount of light and save the cost of renewal 
to same extent, It is here that the high offi- 
ciency lamp, as it is called, would come in. 

In point of fact, the high efficiency lamp is 
little more than a name for the same article 
differently used. 

'f we puta lamp designed for.a low pressure 
on.to o high pressure main the result will be 
that it burns rapidly away as may be expected 
and gives a correspondingly greater amount of 
light; but for the amount of candle-power it 
Rives oul it absorbs less work and consequently 
the light is cheaper. : 

In these days when incandescent globes 
have come down én priceto @ fraction of what 
they were a few years ago, it if really 
more economical ta use one’s Iamps. in, this 
way; but there fs of course a limit dnd when a 
lamp is used on a circuit of abnormally a 
pressure it deteriorates very rapidly. Generally 
speaking, a lamp run at high pressure begins 
to lose its efficiency after 200 hours! burning, - 

When this loss begins to show itself fs a 
marked manner it can be used for some less 
important room such, for instance, as the bed 
room where a strong Jight is not so much in 
recuesition and a new lamp substituled in its 
place. - 

With a judicia | transposition of lights in 
this manner, of good deal more light can be 
obtained by the wary consumer without. ine 
creasing his light bill to any appreciable extent,
